There are hundreds of 
locomotives in service of about forty 
tons weight, capable of hauling a train 
of 100 tons at the average running rate 
of sixty miles on hour. But that ia not 
the kind of fast train that our railroad 
managers want. 
They are required to 


make money for the companies employ- 
ing them, and they realize that t6 payb 
much better to use locomotives iwei§h^- 
ing sixty tons that are capable of haul- 
ing a fast .train of 300 tons. 


It is a curious study, and one that is 


interesting to some minds, to investigate 
the rapid speed that might be made with 
safety with, locomotives having abnor- 
mally large drivers, but as far as the 
bearing on American railroad operating 
is concerned, it is just as practicable as 
speculations or calculations respecting

THE PROFIT ON SltVKK. 


A few days ago tbe JOUBRAI> referred to 
be fact that tbe Secretary of the Troas- 
iry bnd asked the 
Attorney 
General 


'Whether the Government w»s authorized 
o issue Treasury notes, except in payment 
if bullion, and if the eeignornge or profit 
in tbe coinage of silver should be congid- 
ired the same as other assets of the Gov- 
irnaient?" 


The Attorney General has decided that 


he Secretary has DO authority, under the 
lot of July 17, 1890, to issue Treasury 
lotes, except in payment of bullion pnr- 
ibased, but that tbe aeignorage from the 
soinage ol bullion under the Act becomes 
}art of the general cash and may be used 
ike any other. 


This soignoraRe or profit under the Act 


?f last July amounts to $4,000,000, or $1,- 
500,000 more than was previously reported, 
jnd under the Attorney General's decision 
lha available cash in tbe Tieasury may be 
increased to that extent. 
If all tbe silver 


bullion purchased under the Act of 1890 
was coined, the profit would be about 
doable the amount, but that profit, like tbe 
$05,000,000 seignoroge on the coinage of 
silver under the Ant of 1878, goes into the 
Treasury, not to the silver miners. 


Tbe Act of July l»st which reduced one 


of tbe precious metals to a commodity, 
was indorsed by every Republican paper in 
Nevada, though tbe non-partisan Silver 
Convention, which met at Carson, de 
manded free coinage or nothing. Now the 
people who were misled by that indorse- 
ment, are undeceived, when they see that 
tbe difference between the market price of 
silver and its value when coined, which at 
present ia about 33 cents per ounce, goes 
into tbe Treasury instead of the pockets of 
the men who produced the silver. 


The market value ot the bullion produced 


In Nevada in the last twelve months is es- 
timated at about $7.000,000. Free coinage 
would have increased that value nearly 
one-tbird more, so that tbe people of tbe 
State would have had at least $2,000,000 
more money among them in the last year 
if a free coinage bill had been passed last 
Jane.

Hundreds of Homeless Fugitives.

SOOTTDAMS, Pa., May 28.—The rush of old 


men for work at tbe various plants contin- 
ues. In most instances, however, they are 
turned off with an excuse and given to un- 
derstand that their services are not needed. 
Hundreds of old miners ore drifting from 
one works to another in the vain hope of 
finding work, but everywhere they go they 
are met with the same statement, "no work 
now." 
This simply means that the black 


list has gone through the region and a man 
refused at one works is certain to be re- 
fused at another. 


As a result they are either preparing to 


leave the district for another field, or are 
drifting aimlessly about, and more homes 
have been broken up by the strike that has 
just closed than by all the strikes that pre- 
ceded this gigantic failure. Reports are 
coming in hourly of the homeless destitu- 
tion of hundreds ol fugitives. 


Prohibiting Sealing. 


Special to the Journal. 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—The President 


this afternoon received a dispatch from 
Minister Lincoln at London, saying that 
official notice bad been given in the Com- 
mons that a bill will be introduced on 
Monday to authorize the Queen to prohibit 
British subjects from taking seals in Rea- 
ring sea. 
The question engaged tbe Presi- 


dent's principal attention to-day and he 
had conferences with his Cabinet. One 
point considered was tbe advisability of 
sending war vessels to Behring sea to rein- 
force the revenue caller in preventing the 
taking of seals in case the closed season ia 
decided upon. This fleet would, of course, 
oo-opsrate with the English war ships now 
in those waters in the enforcement of the 
agreement as concluded. It ia understood 
that the Secretary of the Navy reported 
there are three naval vessels that could be 
prepared for thin service without much de- 
lay. 


South Dakota and the World's Fair.

But public opinion has 
been too strong for them, and we con- 
tinue, and shall continue so long as so- 
ciety holds together, to address one an- 
other in terms of endearment and respect 
which are not required to correspond 
with our sentiments. 


Orientals have surpassed us in this re- 


gard as much as the brilliant sunshine 
to which they are accustomed excels the 
murky atmosphere of Europe. The de- 
scriptions of ourselves and of our corre- 
spondents pale before the glowing ex- 
pressions of objective admiration and 
subjective self abasement which adorn 
eastern epistles. We are content to con- 
fine our wishes and compliments to the 
present life; but such a limit is far too 
narrow for an Asiatic, who delights in 
wishing that his friends may live for- 
ever and ever, and that the ancestors of 
his enemies may be condemned to ever- 
lasting disgrace. 


We are satisfied to speak, of "I" and 


"You," but an oriental loves to heap ad- 
jectives of contempt upon himself and 
of glorification upon his correspondents. 


ELEVATING AND DEMEANING SIMILES. 
In all cases he avoids the use of the 


personal pronouns. By a system of cir- 
cumlocution necessitated by this omis- 
sion, he describes himself as "Your 
younger brother," the character repre- 
senting his expression being written 
small, and partly at the side of the col- 
umns of words, and he designates him- 
self and others conjointly as "We ants." 
But the person he is addressing figures 
as "Your excellency," "My benevolent 
elder brother," or "Your honor," liter- 
ally, "You who are at the steps of the 
council chamber." Hia own house is "a 
mean dwelling," or, as the parts of the 
character signify, "a stricken and broken 
dwelling;" but he is unable to think of 
his correspondent's habitation as any- 
thing but "an honorable," literally 
"basket-of-pearls palace." In the same 
spirit of self abasement he feels obliged 
to wind up his epistle with the phrase, 
"Your stupid younger brother, So-and- 
So, bows his head to the ground," The 
character for "stupid" is drawn for ua 
by two hieroglyphics, meaning "mon- 
key hearted," To bow to bin friends is 
also pictorially expressed by a colloca- 
tion of "a head" and "turf," suggesting 
the act of bowing the head to the earth. 


If bis correspondent proposes to call 


upon him he hastens to assure him that 
"at the appointed hour, with bowing 
hands, he will await the time when hia 
excellency shall abase himself by driving

For instance, a correspondent who 


wishes to say that he is profoundly grate- 
ful, writes, "Your kindnessis very deopjy 
engraved and enveined in my heart*,,"' If 
he hears of the illness of a friend "he 
cannot help being hung up Jn, suspense," 
and the symbol he uses sho,wa to the eyes 
the heart of the writer tied up, while at 
the same time he urges him "to take care 
of his person as a pearl." And on the 
receipt of better newa he breaks out, 
"How shall I bear the joy and pleasure!" 
Having finished expressing the object of 
his letter, he winds up by "availing him- 
self of the opportunity to wish his corre- 
spondent tvll the blessings of the season, 
and," if he is on the road to honor, "all 
the promotion he deserves." 


But, if not ferocious, a sufficient lati- 


tude still remains to a Chinaman forfy& 
development of much plain speaking^ 
Jfr 


is as possible to "slit the thin spi^n Jtfe" 
with a stiletto as witlw» broad^wojrd, and 
in the most finished period^ a Chinaman 
finds himself quite able 'co express either 
withering contempt or remorseless hatei 
But he has other \vays also of giving 
vent to bis ill humors. The very punc- 
tilious i ules of letter writing enable him 
to c\ iivoy hia dislike by omission as well 
as Ly co .uonisbion. 


Chaue^o is, it may be explained, writ-
